Animal. Are Made Le«« Combative 


and Are Easier Controlled—ilme 


for the Operation. 


The practice of dehorning belter 


«alTM with caustic potash Is becoming 
more popular all the time and the W« 
majority of dairymen are feeling tnai 
STdalry «* na. no right to carry 
wad a pair of horna. Perhaps the 
twin will continue to wear horns, ow- 
ing to a suspicion that a dehorned bull 
JTnot a. Tlrile a one a* nature mad. 
tiim, though It seem, to be quite nrm- 
ly belleyed among many breeder* that 
the horn, do no good and that no bull 


"^iught to be allowed to wear them. 


HoweTer. the practice when horn- 


lees bull, are desired. Is different than 
with better., according to tbe opinion 
of one pure bred dairyman, who wants 
no horns on the bulls he keeps. He 
t>s«a the potash on the horns of his 
heifer calres. but permits those of the 
bulls to grow normally until the time

For cp»s to freshen twice a year 


really sounds like nature faking, but 
that Is Just what happens to cows that 
freshen In the fall- 


Good feeding and careful attention 


keep up a large Co'w of milk all win- 
ter; then In the spring when the green 
herbage comes the rule, agaln'the man- 
ufacture, of milk receives "a fresh stim- 
ulus. 
Thus by fall freshening the milk 


Cow Is not only kept up for a longer 
period of time than would otherwise 
be the case, but tlm most milk Is pro- 
duced during the'ieason of highest 
prices. In this lies the chief tuperi- 


j orlty of winter oTer summer dairying. 


Cows that freshen In the spring dry 


np quickly in the fall when the grass 
Is no longer present: few farmeis take 
good care' of a dry cow during the 
winter so that tht next year the ani- 
mal will be still less useful. Suih de- 
terioration In a cow Is often greater 
than the entire value of her milk 
products. 


Then again. -the cows need most 


protection during the summer months 
when labor may be used to better ad- 
vantage In the fields, while durius the 
winter months no labor can find em- 
ployment. 
Summer dairying has ab- 


solutely nothiEK to commend it. 


Feed Is about the tame price In the 


isunimer as In th'e winter, while winter 
kbcr is chCiicr; this, with the In- 
creased price for winter product* 
makes winter dairying by far the more

order to keep up the milk flow some- 
thing to heip the pastures along not 
cnly shows in the milk pall but length- 
ens the life of the pasture. 


Crops that may be used for this pur- 


pose are thousand headed kale, peas 
and oats, retch and oati, peas and 
barley, alfalfa, corn, and the clovers. 
Those may be used either a* toiling 
crops or a* silage. Any of the root 
crops may alto be used to adrantage. 
If they are large enough for this pur- 
po*« so early In the season. 


The ^tbo-jshtful_ dairy man prepares 


for this" shortage of posture by sowing 
these soiling crops each spring, at In- 
tervals of from three to four weeks. 
and has 
them ready for the cow* 


when needed. 
But If these special 


soiling crop* are not sown, any green 
food that will be relished by the ani- 
mal* 1* valuable to keep their diges- 
tion In good *hape and stimulate the 
milk' Cow.
